She waa 
threaten and narrowly escaped 
death by the devotion of a friend whu 
got her away in a yacht. Strange os 
it may seem, when the “tenth muse” 
had left the island the fever disup- 


peared.

An industry that is making rapid 
development in Australia is the hard- 
wood timber business.

A number of co-operative egg-pro- 
ducing associations are now in opera- 
tion throughout the state and have 
been unusually successful in securing 
for the members of the association a 
sutisfactory premium over ordinary 
store eggs. We recently noted the 
‘rules of one of these associations. In 
the thought that they would be of in- 
terest to poultrymen generally, we 
reproduce them herewith. 

The eggs must not be over 7 days 
old at any time when delivered at the 
receiving place. They must be 
brought in at least once every week 
in winter and in hot weather they 
must be brought in twice a week. 

The eygs must be taken in from 
the hen house twice a day. 

All eggs must be clean and of a 
uniform size. No small or overly 
large eggs must be accepted. 

As soon as gathered the eggs should 
be stamped and placed in the cartons 
and kept in a cool 
ered, 
damp or musty.

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| WHERE COOK’S MEN DIED. 
a Relics of Massacre Dis- 


covered Recently. 


The exact spot where 10 members 
of Capt. Cook’s expedition were mas- 
sacred by thé Maoris 137 years ago 
has been definitely determined, and 
some interesting relics of the ancient 
tragedy discovered by Robert McNab 


in Grass Cove, Queen Charlotte 
| Sound. \ 
It may, perhaps, be remembered 


that on Dec. 17, 1773, the captain of 
the Adventure sent two officers and 
eight men across the sound to gather 
wild geese for the ship’s. company. 
They failed to return, and searchers 
who were sent out finally discovered 
evidence of a tragedy in a number :f 
baskets containing human flesh and 
fern root, also a hand of a white man. 
Grass Cove was previously conjec- 
tured to be the scene of the ancient 
tragedy, but Mr. McNab, however, 
has settled the question once and for 
all by discovering the exact spot 
where the Englishmen were murder- 


friends with him had decided that the 
massacre took place in a certain bend 
in Grass Cove—a conclusion to which 
they came by comparing the locality 
with the description given in Cook's 
popers—they went ashore and spoke 
to a settler, Mr. Greensill, who was 
living on the spot, regarding any evi. 
dence of the massacre that he may 
have seen. Mr. Greensill said he had 
dug up in his garden an old flint- 
lock, a barrel, a bayonet, and some 
other kind of a weapon he was un. 
able to identify. 

This latter weapon Mr. McNab at 
once identified as an officer's hanger, 
which was doubtless the one used by 
Midshipman Rowe, who was in 
charge 0. the boat's czew. There was 
a description of the cword given in 
the accounts and they corresponded 
exactly with the weapon dug un. 

It was with that hanger that Mid- 
shipman Rowe Killed two Maoris and 
wounded the chief before being over- 
powered and killed. This discovery 

laces beyond a shadow of a doubt 
the exact locality of the massacre, 
which took nlace on the spot now oc- 
cupied as Mr. Greensill’s garden in 
Grass Cove. Mr. McNab discounten. 
ances the idea that the weapon may 
have been carried there from the fact 
that the locality exactly corresponds 
with the description given by Capt. 
Cook.—London Standard. 


ROBES HAND-WOVEN. 


Cottage Looms In Suffolk at Work on 
Roval Velvet. 


In the ancient borough of Sudbury 
in Suffolk the few remaining hand 
loom weavers are hard at work mak- 
ing the velvet for the coronation 
robes,

now not more than thirty hand loom 
weavers left in Sudbury, the Misses 
Foalkes being among the number.

NEw GOVERNMENT GRAIN BILL 
WILL PROTECT SHIPPERS 


The Bill Proposes to Establish a 
Grain Commission of Three, Large- 
ly on the Lines of the Railway 
Commission, to Have Full Control 
of ,the Grain Trade—Will Have 
Special Powers of Investigation. 


Ottawa.—In the senate, on moving 
the second reading of the bill respect- 
ing grain, Sir. Richard Cartwright 
said that the matter was one of,great 
importance and contained provisions 
of an unusual character. The sub- 
1 dealt with had been long and 
hotly discussed, especially in 
west, where the farmers believed they 
had been badly dealt with by per- 
sons acting as middlemen between 
them ant ultimate consumers. The 
question had been investigated by a 

e commission, and had been dealt with 
by legislation in the form of the 
Manitoba Grain Act, which is being 
re-enacted with some new provisions. 
After giving a week to complaints of 
delegations and others full considera- 
tion, the government had arrived at 
the decisions -which are embodied in 
this bill, and which it is hoped will 
meet this case, and will result in 
Canadian grain retaining the iy 
standard which it has obtained 
the markets of the world 

Without committing himself as to 
the amount, Sir Richard said he had 
no doubt that the farmers have suf- 
fered considerable losses through the 
manipulations of grain at the termin- 
al elevators, and perhaps elsewhere, 
and, that these manipulations had 
more or less reduced the price that 
farmers would have otherwise obtain- 
ed for their grain. No one could 
dispute the desirability of maintain- 
ing the grain standards at a proper 
Fe nt and of assuring farmers the 
ighest prices for their product. 

uring the past few years the Cana- 
dian Northwest had developed great 
protperity, and the rest .of Canada 
ad benefited from it. Nothing could 
more conduce to the prosperity of the 
Northwest, and indeed of the whole 
of Canada, than, that the’ farmers 
should be prosperous and contented. 

The bill proposed to establish a 
grain commission of three, largely on 
the lines of the railway commission, 
and to a considerable extent inde- 
pendent of the government. This 
commission will have full control of 
the grain trade, and will have large 
discriminatory powers to determine 
what places shall be public elevators, 
and to take all possible precautions 
of insuring the purity of Canadian 
pres during its transmission to 
urope. 

The. commissioners would be ap- 
pointed for terms of ten years, and 
would have to vacate their offices on 
reaching the age of 70 years. They 
would reside at Fort William or Port 
Arthur. They would have special} 4 
powers of investigation and in Brine

Thousand Divorces Yearly in England 

London.—The law courts report 
gives an analysis of the divorces for 
the ten years from 1900 to 1910.

In almost half the cases the marriage 
had lasted ‘from 10 to 20 years, More 
than one-fifth of the divorced wives 
twere minors when they were married.

IMMIGRATION POLICY RESULTS 
IN GETTING GOOD SETTLERS 


Rules and Regulations Cal) for Desir- 
_ able Settlers, Superintendent of 
Immigration’ Tells Committee on 
Agriculture and Colonization—Re- 
markable Increase-in- Homestead- 
ing and Land Sales, 


Ottawa.—W. D. Scott; superintend- 
ent of immigration, in giving his 
evidence before the committee of agri- 
culture and colonization, laid stress 
upon the fact that the immigration 
policy of the Dominion government 
was two-fold in character. First, to 
induce immigration of thoroughly de- 
sirable farmers, farm laborers and-fe- 
male domestic servants from the 
United States, British Isles and cer- 
tain northern continental European 
countries, and secondly, to restrict, as | 
far as possible, immigration of all un- 
desirables and all persons who are 
likely to congest urban districts, and 
so bring about undesirable conditions 
existing in large centres of other 
countries, through over-crowding and 
lack of employment. 

Mr. Scott. pointed out that the or- 
ders in council ‘Tegarding indirect 
travel and possession of passports, to- 
gether with that calling for Asiatics 
to possess at least $200 upon arrival, 
had resulted in making it extremely 
difficult for southern and _ eastern 
Europeans and Asiatics to gain access 
to the Dominion, while the regula- 
tion requiring immigrants of other 
classes to have $25 had resulted in 
only such persons arriving us were 
well able te take care of themselves 
until such time as employment was 
secured. While admitting that the 
money test was by no means perfect, 
the superintendent held that the mere 
fact of a man having money in his 
rau showed that he had most 

ikely been diligent, hard working 

and self-supporting, and held that im- 
provement in the quality of the char- 
acter of the immigrants showed in no 
small degree a result of the regula- 
tions which went into force two years 
ago. 

He also pointed out that in spite of 
the augmentation of the restrictive | 
regulations a large increase has 
taken place in the number arriving, 
and gave as a reason for this that 
many of the most desirable settlers | 
who had held back when they were 
under the impression that there was 
an open door through which all might 
pass, now came when they saw the 
great care which is being taken in se- 
lection of immigrants. 

He also remarked that the area of 
homesteads granted in the last fiscal 
year had increased to over 6% mil- 
Hep acres, while the sale of the C. 

P. R. lands hed increased 159 per 
cent., and the sale of C. N. R. lands 
had increased 112 per cent. over, 
the previous fiscal year.

Relations Between the Two Asiatic

London.—The Daily Telegraph St.

China since the ’80’s, a chan, e mooted 
not in loss of respect for ‘‘The Tsar- 
dom,” but in the rapid gewih of 
China’s self-consciousness. 

The greatest curiosity is manifested 
in diplomatic circles as to the role 
which Japan would play in the present 
crisis, and _ also respecting the atti- 
tude the United States is likely to 
adopt if Russia carries out her 
threats.

Unfortunately the water op- 
eration, owing to the circumstances, 
is a serious expense to the Town at 
present, and is likely to be for some 
years to come, occasioning ‘a heavy 
charge upon the ratepayers. This 


can only be overcome by the im- 
provement and extension of your 
water mains and house eonnections 
so as to make the fire protection more 
complete and the demestie service 
more popular. 


The Electric Light and Power Op-| 


eration has been very successful up 
to the present. The loss on operation 
$616.70 is a very small matter and 
should be easily overtaken by future 
gain, I think it isa most creditable 
showing for the first year’s operation. 


Your available Assets in “Cash in} 


hand” “Accounts Receivable” .and 
‘Debentures Sold’ pending realization 
amount to $22,216.15.and your im 
mediate liabilities in “Bank Over- 
draft” and “Accounts Payable” am- 
ount to $26,238.86 leaving a balance 
of floating debt of $4,022.71 to be 
provided for which is at present lock- 
ed up in Inventories. These available 
assets should be realized as fully and 
as quickly as possible to enable you 
to discharge these liabilities and in 
the meanwhile the bank should be 
s2cured by by-law for the temporary 
loans advanced by it.
